No Explanation Given. 

No explanation of the roadblock 
was offered by United States au- 
thorities. The Russians two days 
ago set up blocks between their 
sector and the three Western sec- 
tors, but the blocks were removed 
the same day.

ROME, April 3 (UP)—Italian 
police cracked down today on 
apparent efforts of Communists 
to arm-—with foreign help—for 
possible violence during or after 
the Italian elections April 18. 


In the port of Molfetta, north 
of Bari, police seized an Italian 
sail and motorship carrying 300 
cases of rifles and “a huge quan- 
tity” of rifle ammunition, appar- 
ently brought from Fiume, in 
Yugoslav territory, and from the 
free city of Trieste. 

In Sicily, police 
towns, arrested 200 people, and 
confiscated large quantities of 
guns and ammunition. They said 
they also found “uniforms and 
helmets of Russian type” and in- 
signia for the new “Garibaldi 
brigades” allegedly being formed 
by the Communists, 

Today’s arms scizures followed 
the discovery yesterday by troops 
and police of a cache near Rome. 
Police said the cache was suffi- 
cient to equip a battalion. Be- 
tween 30 and 40 “Communist ex- 
tremists” were arrested. 

Warning Against Violence. 

As Government forces intensi- 
fied precautionary measures, the 
Interior Ministry warned the Com- 
munists in radio broadcasts to the 
nation that the Government has 
more than 300,000 men in the army 
and public security forces to 
counteract any threat of nation- 
wide violence from the left. 

Interior Minister Mario Scelba, 
seeking to assure the people 
against intimidation in the elec- 
tions, told them: “Do not fear 
ghosts which have been called to 
keep you away’ from the polls. 
Freedom to vote will be guaran- 
teed.” 

He said he had 150,000 men, re- 
cruited from the ranks of the 
police, army, navy and air corps, 
equipped with modern armament 
and prepared to meet force with 
force. In addition, another 180,000 
will guard voting places, he said. 
Four men will be assigned to each 
voting booth. 

(Italy’s army is limited by the 
peace treaty to 250,000 men, in- 
cluding 65,000 carabinieri or na- 
tional security police. It was an-

panied by a short statement by 
Secretary of State George C, Mar- 
shall who described the act aa “an 
historic step in the foreign policy 
of this country.” Marshall, who 
conceived the European recovery 
program idea 10 months ago, was 
not present for the signing. He is 
in Bogota, Colombia. 
State Department officials, who 
have been working for Months on 
the foreign aid program, said they 
would have machinery set up by 
Monday to get large-scale relief 
rolling to the free nations of 
Europe. In addition to the Euro- 
pean recovery program, the Dill 
includes aid to China and mili- 
tary assistance to Greece and 
Turkey,

Atomic Blasts Stopped Growth - 
Of Japanese Children for While 


PALO ALTO, .Calif., April 3 
(AP)—The shock .of. the atomic 
bomb explosions at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki temporarily ‘stopped the 


growth of Japanese children who 
came through the ordeal, a scien- 
tist reported yesterday. 

This effect was due primarily to 
a pressure wave which spread out 
with destructive effect a mile or 
more from the blast centers. Hu- 
man beings and animals receiving 
the full force of the blast were 
killed almost instantly. 

Farther away from the centers, 
the blast waves, decreasing in 
strength as they fanned outward, 
inflicted injuries in varying de- 
grees.

outer areas were taken by Dr.

| Senator Hill’s Statement. 
| Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, former Senate majority 
whip and member of the Armed 
Services Committee, told the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“The situation is so serious that 
every possible effort should be 
made to reach an understanding 
with Russia, IfPresident Truman 
and Secretary of State Marshall 
cannot at present take time from 
their pressing duties to undertake 
such a trip, then there is much to 
commend the idea of sending Gen. 
Eisenhower as special envoy.” 

Senator Alexander Wiley (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, a member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, com- 
mented:

The congressional suggestion for 
another conference between the 
‘heads of the two great powers 
came yesterday from Representa- 
tive John W. McCormack (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, minority whip.

“complete confidence” in Eisen- 
hower, friction between the two 
countries should be resolved “on 
the highest level—by the Presi- 
dent of the United States and 
Stalin himself.” 

Some other legislators felt that 
it was “too late” for anything 
short of a meeting between the 
President and Stalin. This view 
was expressed by Representative 
Karl E, Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, an influential member of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, 

“I believe Stalin will listen to no 
less a person than the President 
of the United States himself,” 
Mundt said. If we call upon Lisen- 
hower to head delegates to such a 
conference, Stalin will undoubt- 
edly send a subordinate.” 

Wiley said there was no profit 
in being discouraged until every 
path that might lead to peace and 
understanding had been 
oughly explored. He quoted the 
adjuration, “come, let us reason 
together,” and said that no door 
could be considered closed while 
there remained something that 
could be reasoned about. 

Wiley Urges U.S. Take Lead. 

“The situation calls for the high- 
est human endeavor to reach an 
understanding. The stakes are 
too high to overlook a single bet. 
We are°’a great peace-loving and 
liberty-loving nation and we 
should take the lead, perhaps even 
being willing to go further than 
some of our people approve.”

His remarks followed a quick 
motor tour of the central slum 
area, the city’s “No, 1 Eyesore,” 
made in company with Mayor 
Aloys P, Kaufmann and citizen- 
leaders of the anti-slum cam- 
paign, after his arrival at Union 
Station at 9:05 a.m. Later in the 
morning he addressed student 
delegates at a mock Republican 
national convention at Linden- 
wood College in St. Charles. 

Taft said that, as far as he 
knows, postwar plans for slum 
clearance have gone as far in St. 
Louis as in any other city. “They 
certainly are farther along than 
in Cincinnati, my home city,” he 
added, 

Visits Slum Area, 

Route of the slum inspection 
trip was approximately through 
the center of the area, which is 
bounded roughly by Grand boule- 
vard, and Olive, Market and Fif- 
teenth streets. The motor. cara- 
van, headed by motorcycle police- 
men, moved from Union Station 
east to Fifteenth, north to Pine 
street and west to Garrison ave- 
nue, where the party stopped to 
look at a dilapidated house in the 
2900 block. The group returned 
eastward on Lawton. boulevard- 
Chestnut street to City Hall. 

Then followed a conference in 
the board room of the Mayor's 
office, attended by Walter W.

TEACHERS WARNED AGAINST 
WAR HYSTERIA, HEADLINES 


Prof. Maynard Krueger of the 
University of Chicago, in an ad- 
dress yesterday in East St. Louis 
before 2300 teachers at the annual 
meeting of the southwest division 
of the Illinois Education Associa- 
tion, said that war can be pre- 
vented by avoiding hysteria, sup- 
porting anti-Communist forces in 
Europe and defeating universal 
military training. 

Teachers can be effective in 
helping avoid hysteria, he assert- 
ed. He urged his listeners not to 
be influenced by “scare headlines” 
or by “overwrought radio com- 
mentators,” adding “above ill, 
don’t assume that war is inevit- 
able.” 

The economics professor said 
that if the United States adopted 
universal military training, that 
action “would show we had given 
up hope of preserving peace.” Rus- 
sia feels it is working for its own 
security in central and western 
Europe but “we term that ‘expan- 
sion,’ whereas we annex hundreds 
of islands in the Pacific, calling 
that security, while Russia calls it 


‘imperialistic expansion,” he as- 
serted. :

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
, i have no sympathy with Russian ex- 
pansionism and none with revolutionary 
Communism. I belfeve Henry Wallace's 
ideas are dangerous. But the attitude 
of those who assume the right to lead 
public opinion in this country is, in my 
opinion, equally censurable. 

For example, I believe U.M.T. and se- 
lective service are necessary in the face 
of Russian intransigeance and that their 
enactment into law should not be de- 
layed by any question of political expe- 
diency. It seems to me, however, that 
the latter measure, in the form it as- 
sumed in World War II, is most unfair, 
undemocratic and pernicious. It takes 
youngsters of an age at which they 
should be making contacts that will de- 
termine the whole course of their lives 
and subjects them to an emotional ex- 
perience that must distort their outlook 
on life. It is class legislation that per- 
mits certain people to batten at the ex- 
pense of others at a time of great necd 
for unselfish unity. It contributes to a 


| Tulnous national debt and social and 


past. 


economic conditions that engender dis- 
contentment and a sense of class-con- 
sciousness that provide a fertile field 
for the very thing over which we are 
concerned—Communism. 

We should draft the resources of the 
country and treat all alike. The con- 
tribution of a man engaged in the pro- 
duction of munitions, in comparative 
security behind the lines, is of no more 
value than that of the man exposed to 
the hazards of the battlefield. So he 
should receive no more for his effort. 
And if we expect a man to be willing 
to give up his life in defense of his 
country, it is not too much to expect in- 
dustry to be willing to forego its profit. 

We are trying to sell a bill of goods 
labeled democracy in competition with 
one labeled Communism, and it seems 
to me that if we are to be successful, 
we must demonstrate to our prospective 
customers that what we have to offer 
is what we say it is.

Bell Looks at Itself 


The American Telephone & Telegraph Co, 
seems to be on.the verge of confessing that its 
bookkeeping and billing methods. have been 
something less than ideal—at least from the cus- 
tomer’s point of view. The criticisms evoked by 
its subsidiaries’ applications for higher rates all 
over the country seem to be taking effect, not 
only with public service commissions but also 
with A. T. & T. itself. The company seems to 
have its scissors poised for a change in style. 

At least, Leroy A. Wilson, its new president, 
has indicated to Kyle D. Williams of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission that A. T. & T. 
is ready to consider reforms on two points raised 
in virtually ali recent rate hearings, including 
those in Missouri. These are: 


1. The licensing system under which sub- 
sidiaries such as Southwestern Bell pay A. 
T. & T. a fee ranging upwards from 1/4 per 
cent of their gross operating revenues, and 


2. The contracts under which these sub- 
sidiaries purchase their supplies from the 
Western Electric Co., a wholly owned manu- 
facturing subsidiary of A. T. & T. 

Both now are the objects of a special investi- 
gation by the Telephone Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad and Utility Com- 
missioners and the Federal Communications 
Commission. A report, in final form, is expected 
in about a month. 

Under the expected recommendations, the fee 
system would be dropped. Instead, A. T. & T. 
would charge its subsidiaries only for specific 
services performed for them. Likewise, Bell 
Telephone Laboratories, Inc., owned equally by 
A. T. & T. and Western Electric, would bill the 
latter company specifically for services rendered. 
Western Electric, in turn, would bill operating 
companies like Southwestern Bell only for ma- 
terials actually supplied to them. In effect, 
Western Electric, too, would be treated as a pub- 
lic utility with its earning under official scrutiny.

To succeed the able* Chief Justice, D. Law- 
rence Groner,-who has retired because of ill 
health, Mr. Truman has promoted the ranking 
associate justice, Harold M. Stephens, a member 
of the court for 13 years. Justice Stephens had 
judicial experience in Utah before he became 
Assistant Attorney General in the first Roose- 
velt Administration. His capacities are such 
that he has been frequently proposed for the 
Supreme Court. In Chief Justice Groner’s ill- 
ness, Justice Stephens has presided. 

This elevation creates a vacancy among the 
associate justices and to fill it, the President has 
appointed Judge James McPherson Proctor of 
the Federal District Court in the District of Co- 
Jumbia. Judge Proctor is also very highly re- 
garded by the bar and fellow members of the 
bench. Appointed to the District Court in 1931 
by Herbert Hoover, he will be the only Republi- 
can among the six members of this court. 

Thus, Mr. Truman has done two things to his 
credit in these appointments. He has advanced 
qualified members of the judiciary. He has 
crossed over the party line to recognize a worthy 
Republican and there is no political fringe to 
these appointments as there was when Mr. Tru- 
man appointed Bennett Clark to this same court. 
This is not meant to disparage Justice Clark’s 
intellectual qualities, In any event, the Stephens- 
Proctor appointments are the kind Presidents 
should make more often. 
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For Missouri’s Children 


Considering how often they shy away from 
progressive measures, Missouri's legislators per- 
haps have done better by the state's less fortu- 
nate children than might have been expected. 
By no means all the proposed reforms in the 
children’s code were adopted. Still, it now 
seems certain that the session will end with a 
substantial advance. 

This week, for example, Gay. Donnelly signed 
a measure which will make more generous pro- 
vision for the educatidbn of handicapped children 
—especially the blind, deaf, crippled and men- 
tally retarded—in Missouri’s public schools. It 
authorizes the state to pay to a school district 
the difference between the average per capita 
school cost for a normal pupil and the coat of 
providing instruction for a handicapped child in 
a special class. And where children are unable 
to attend even such classes, aid toward qualified 
home instruction is approved. 

Legislation encouraging better rural education 
through the consolidation of school districts was 
adopted at the last minute but without providing 
for a cut in state aid to those districts which do 
not merge their inadequate facilities. To begin 
with, this goad was all too mild. But one must 
count as a gain any progress at all toward end- 
ing the “racket” which has so long used the lit- 
tle red schoolhouse as a shield for extracting 
easy moncy from the state while allowing indi- 
vidual communities to escape their educational 
responsibilities. 

Distinctly on the debit side was the throttling 
of the bill for the licensing of foster and board- 
ing homes for children. That was killed by a 4- 
to-3 vote in the Senate Public Health Committee 
in spite of the fact that well-established institu- 
tions of this kind welcomed the legislation. It 
was another story with those shadowy characters 
who are Jess interested in orphaned children 
than in the bit of money that’s to be made by 
obtaining their custody from a friendly court. 

As Miss Lillie Knight of the Missouri Associa- 
tion for Social Welfare said, this bill was con- 
cerned with homeless and not with delinquent

Most Americans .think Henry Wallace is 
preaching a dangerous gospel but the belief does 
not justify interference -with his meetings.

There is nothing—well, practically noth- 
ing—new under the sun. The Rev. Thomas 
Bray of London, for example, advocated 
mobile library service as long ago as 1697. 
He wasn’t talking about the kind of book- 
mobiles and booktrailers used by the St. 
Léuis County Library, but he did believe 
that books should be brought to the homes 
of the people who need them. “Standing 
libraries,” quoth the good reverend, “wiil 
signifie little in a countrie where persons 
must ride for some milea to look into a 
book, but lending libraries which come 
home to them without charge may toler- 
ably well supply the vacancy.” 


By using booktrailers as_ traveling 
branches, the St. Louis County Library is 
bringing books within reach of many coun- 
ty residents. The library now has three 
of these libraries on wheels in operation, 
Daily stops are scattered from Eureka at 
one end of the county to Jennings at the 
other end, 

In addition to being inviting and convenl- 
ent, booktrailers are economical. One 
trailer with its collection of books can visit 
at least six communities in the course of 


a week. If it were necessary to maintain 
six branch libraries, the cost would be 
much higher. 


Each trailer collection consists of about 
4000 volumes, of which approximately 1500 
will be out at all times. The borrower who 
does not find what he wants in a trailer 
is invited to place a special request. This 
request is forwarded to headquarters, 
where it is filled, and the book is sent to 
the original trailer stop where the borrower 
may pick it up the following week. 


The Rev, Thomas Bray was undoubtedly 
ahead of his time when he advocated mo- 
bile library service in 1697. That he was 
on the right track, however, thousanda of 
St. Louls countians would agree. 


$1.37 Per Book 
From the County Leader. 

Since its inception, the County Library 
has received a total of $360,445.92. That 
means that every one of the 261,710 books 
that have been issued costs the taxpayers 
~~-$1.37 per book. 

Yes, ladies and gentlemen of the unifn- 
ecorporated areas of St. Louis county, every 
time a school boy or girl got a book out 
of a bookmobile or the library at Overland, 
it cost $1.37. 

That is what we have moant all along 
by the extravagant library tax of 10 cents 
on the $100, which was fastened on every 
taxpayer in the unincorporated areas by 
promoters in the Normandy and Ritenour 
echool districts, They simply could not fig- 
ure that it would cost them $1.37 every 
time a kid got a story book out of the ex- 
pensive trailers.

Monty Parades His Ego 


NORMANDY TO THE BALTICS, by Field Marshal the 
pga per of Alamein. (Houghton Mifflin 
Boston.

Field Marshal Montgomery, continuing 
the professional memoir in which he has 
already described his victories in Afriea 
and Italy, here presents “for study by the 
officers of the Rhine Army” his account of 
the campaigns of Western Europe. Drily 
technical in manner and content it will, 
one hopes, assist the British officers in 
their homework. But 
it is fairly stony go- 
ing for the lay read- 
er, while it will cer- 
tainly pour no oil 
upon the already rag- 
ing seas of inter-Al- 
lied controversy over 
who won the war and 
how. 

Montgomery was 
the actual command- 
er of the Normandy 
invasion and was at 
least nominally the 
commander - in-chief 
in France until 
Eisenhower relieved 
him after the fall of Paris. The reader is 
never permitted to forget these facta. 

In this memoir it is made crisply clear~ 
that it was Montgomery who planned, or- 
ganized and led the invasion; who directed 
the consolidation of the beachhead; who 
designed and ordered the American break- 
out west of St. Lo; who swung Patton's 
columns (in accofdance with “my broad 
strategic plan”) in their great arc around 
to the Seine; who with swift strategic 
acumen conceived and ordered the envelop- 
ment at Falaise, and who finally lined the 
Twelfth and Twenty-first Army Groups up 
along the Seine exactly as he had intended, 

* . + 

Maybe, of course, it really was that way. 
Many who shared in those events think 
otherwise. At best it seems an ungenerous 
manner in which to report a giant opera- 
tion in which Monty must have got some 
amall help, at least, from other generals. 

Nor is it particularly iNuminating. The 
play-by-play record of corps and divisional 
movements which constitute the bulk of 
the book is of value to the student, But 
very little of that clash of will and purpose, 
of those human and personal factors which 
are the essence of generalship, comes 
through this severely technical narrative, 
while of the stress and strain and heroism 
of actual war there is nothing. 

The troops, from whom, also, Monty must 
have got some help, are now and then 
tersely complimented for their gallantry, 
but in the main appear simply as the 
pawns on the military chess-board, moved 
by strategy and logistics, Seldom is there 
mention of their casualties—the grim price 
which generalship must pay for its effects.

difficulty. Since Monty planned and or- 
dered everything. and everything turned 
out brilliantly successful, those rather not- 
able cases in which it did not are neces- 
sarily involved In a certain vagueness. The 
reasons why the Falaise envelopment failed 
to envelop are obscure. 

The reason why the Arnhem break- 
through failed to break through is stated 
flatly to have been the weather. It seems 
clear that Arnhem was badly planned. 

There are other points at which the Field 
Marshal’s memoir is likely to irritate 
American readers, especially if they are 
veterans of Normandy or the Bulge. But 
loaving that as may be, it stands as a con- 
ciae factual record of the field operations 
of Twenty-first Army Group, written by a 
military technician who was at once ego- 
tistic and humorless, vain and efficiently 
precise—just such a man, in short, as the 
Field Marshal is commonly supposed to be.

Jan Peerce, the American tenor 
of Metropolitan Opera and radio 
fame, gave his first St. Louis re- 
cital last night at Howard Hall, 
the Principia.

audience which heard him sing a 
well selected program and a gen- 


erous number of encores respond- 
ed enthusiastically toe his voice, 


In the important -matter of 
sound projection, Mr. Peerce was 
placed at a disadvantage by the 
acoustical properties of the hall. 
Its relative deadness reduced the 
resonance of his voice after it had 
been produced with the result that 
it sometimes sounded as if the 
tone were constricted at the 
source. It had at no time its nor- 
mal reverberatory quality. That 
the acoustical environnient was 
what caused this condition was 
quite evident. His production was 
as easy and as fluent as ever, had 
a characteristic frontal resonance 
and the tone was clear, clean and 
accurately focused at all times. 

The handicap, however, did not 
prevent him from making an ef- 
fective artistic use of his voice 
through a wide interpretive range. 
Two early Italian songs—‘“Tu lo 
Sai” by Torelli and “Danza, Fan- 
ciulla” bY Durante—were particu- 
larly congenial, the first being im- 
parted with a_ gracious and 
emoothly sustained legato and the 
second with a high vitality. An 
aria from Handel's “Atalanta” was 
executed with great suppleness. 
This too was more Italian than 
British or German. 

Turning to the German lieder, 
he successfully captured the in- 
ward mood of “Die Mainacht” by 
Brahms but did not do so well 
with the lyrical sweep of Schu- 
bert’s “Ungeguld.” It was dry and 
lacked fluency. 

In his several operatic excerpts 
Mr. Peerce was thoroughly at 
home. The “Tomb Scene” from 
“Lucia” and an aria from “La 

osca” were sung with that en- 
kindling Italianate ardor which 
seems very natural to this Ameri- 
can trained singer. The “Lamento 
di Federico” from Cilea’s “L’Arle- 
siana” was even better, possibly 
because it was on a higher level 
of musical cultivation. To these 
three he added “Vesti la Giubba” 
from “Pagliacci.” He closed his 
recital with two songs by Rach- 
maninoff—both done well and two 
others by Mischa Levitski and 
Riger Quilter. He was accompan- 
ied by Warner Bass.

Personal Issue 


President in Frac- 
tious Mood and 
Hard to Approach.

WASHINGTON, April 3. 
T is a little difficult to tell 
who is having the most trouble 
with President Truman—those 
charged: with keeping him in the 
presidential race or those deter- 
mined to get him out, 


The President is in a fractious 
temper. He is hard to approach. 
He is harder to sell any ideas 
about the political situation. 


His political fortunes are becom- 
ing increasingly a personal matter 
with him to a degree which be- 
gins to alarm the would-be com- 
promisers within the party. But 
at the White House those who are 
not with the President are against 
him apd with those who are 
against him he does not care to 
associate. 

When the storm clouds broke 
last week various party leaders 
signified their willingness to be 
helpful. They spoke soothingly to 
the National Committee and ex- 
pressed loyalty to the President. 
Several indicated they would be 
willing to make public statements 
or visit the White House as a way 
of calling attention to their posi- 
tion. 

Vetoes Display of Loyalty. 

The President rejected the 
whole idea. The National Com- 
mittee, whose mail reflects excite- 
ment and confusion in the party, 
dropped the matter and is trying 
to think of some other way to 
answer their inquiring correspond- 
ents. 

Last week, President Truman 
put his fellow Missourians on no- 
tice how he feels. For nine years 
he had joined happily, as senator 
and President, with the Missouri 
congressional delegation at an 
annual dinner given by Claude M. 
Houchins, a before-Truman Mis- 
sourian, who has been a tax law- 
yer here since the income tax 
was adopted in 1914. 

Monday night the delegation 
gathered as usual] to dine, but no 
Trumans. They naturally asked 
questions and now report that 
Mrs, Truman telephoned the fam- 
ily excuses which were: The Pres- 
ident feels that political differ- 
ences between him and certain 
members of the delegation have 
developed to the point where it 
is a personal matter so that he 
could not consent to dine with 
them.

He said this was due partly to 
the way the draft law was framed. 
He asserted that a similar error 
in another such law would be 
courting scientific suicide, 

“Neither our allies nor our 
enemies in the last war made the 
same mistake as far as I know,” 
Dr. Thomas said. “They not only 
husbanded their scientific talent 
but in many cases attempted to 
stimulate the study of science 
among their youth, even in the 
darkest days of the last struggle. 

“The weapons of the next war 
are still in the various of 
research and experimentation, and 
weapons to come will possibly 
arise from the basic research and 
technological applications spring- 
ing from the brains of our future 
scientists.” 

Dr. Thomas recommended that 
outstanding science students be 
deferred under a quota system so 
they could complete their training. 
Power to determine the quota and 
to arbitrate’ disputes or 4 be 
vested im the National rity 
Resources Board, he said.

Two Avenues of Speculation. 
Observers took two lines 
speculation:

In this view, he could not 
actually order the men to return 
without admitting what he has 
been denying all along—that a 
“strike” exists, or, by inference, 
that he had influenced them to 
stop work in the first place. 

2 Others thought he was mainly

The letter puts him on public 
record as disavowing responsibil- 
ity for the stoppage and as telling 
the miners 80.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 3— 
The 23,000 UMW miners in [linois 
showed no inclination today ,to re- 
turn to work following John L.

TAFT TO USE CITY 
FOR HIS EXAMPLE 
IN HOUSING FIGHT

After brief welcoming remarks 
by the Mayor, Taft said he had 
seen and heard enough during the 
tour to know that St. Louis shares 
in the housing and slum problems 
of the older American cities, in 
which he first became interested 
in Cincinnati. He outlined four 
features of the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill, of which he is co-author, 
directed at dealing with such 
problems. 

Details of Bill. 

First, he said, was urban rede- 
velopment, The bill will provide 
(Government aasiatance to cities in 
demolishing slum areas for recon- 
istruction either with public hous- 
ing or with housing of other types. 
The Government assumes two- 
thirds of this cost, the city one- 
third, and the total authorization 
for this purpose in all cities is 
$500,000,000. 

Point .two wag public housing. 
“To prevent creation of new 
slums,” he said, “there must be 
some form of subsidized rentals. 
That is the feature of the bill 
which has caused most contro- 
versy and aroused unreasonable 
opposition, causing the whole 
'measure to be held up, ‘thqugh 
this is but one of 10 chief pro- 
visions.” 

He summarized, without de- 
tailed discussion, point three, in- 
surance provisions, and point four, 
the extension of Federal Housing 
Authority regulations to rental 
housing. He mentioned the re- 
quirement that any city participat- 
ing in the program must have a 
complete city paln. St. Louis has 
such a plan. 

“The only thing you have to 
do,” the speaker said, smiling, “is 
to get this bill passed. I will be 
glad to help ‘you.” 

St. Louis Plan Outlined. 

Head, at the Mayor’s request, 
outlined to Taft the St. Louis pro- 
posal for a $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
bond issue, intended as a city eub- 
sidy for slum clearance, “This 
sum would permit us to qualify 
under any federal legislation which 
may come out,” Head said. He 
then asked Taft just when the 
pending housing bill might become 
law, 

Taft replied with a smile that 
the question was an imponderable 
and that final action likely would 
depend on how it is received in 
the House of Representatives. He 
said he thought favorable House 
action was much more likely this 
year than it would have been in 
1947.

BRITISH APPEAL 
TO ARABS, JEWS 
TO REAGH TRUCE 


Palestine High Commis- 
sioner in Broadcast 
Urges Them to Bow to 
U.N. Request. 


JERUSALEM, April 3 (AP) — 
The Palestine Government’s high 
commissioner, Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham, tonight called on Jews and 
Arabs to cease fire under the 
truce requested by the United Na- 
tions Security Council. 

Cunningham broadcast this mes- 
sage: 

“Those who might wish to con- 
tinue with a policy of violence, in 
the face of the United Nations 
demand, should think well of the 
damage which such action may 
it to their case in delibera- 

ons to take place shortly. . 

“This (British) Government is 
only remaining with you for a 
short time longer. During that 
period, however, I am anxious to 


{do all in my power to n 


egotiate 
the cease-fire agreement for which 
I am asking. We are ready now 
to discuss with both civil and 
military leaders of the contending 
parties the details required for 
conclusion and enforcement of 
such an agreement.” : 

The Palestine warfare has 
brought more than 2000 deaths. 
Arab sources said today Jews had 
captured the village of Castel and 
were driving on neighboring Ain 
Karem. The Arabs said they were 
sending reinforcements. 

Castel is in the Judean hills

Types of Jaundice

N inflammation of the liver is referred to medically as 
A hepatitis, During the war, and in the civilian population 

ever since, two types of this disease have been common. 
Infectious hepatitis is the name given to one of these varieties, 
and is the disease which formerly was called “catarrhal jaun- 
dice.” The other type is known as “homologous serum jaun- 
dice,” and is caused by the administration of blood, plasma, 
or blood products. Every evidence points toward both varieties 
being caused by a virus, which is a fing type of organism 
much smaller than bacteria. 

x * * 

QUESTION: “Will an operation cure high blood pressure?” 

Answer: “Cure” is not the proper word to use; “relieve” 
would be more fitting. Certainly most cases of high blood 
pressure should be treated by medical means, after a careful 
and complete physical examination is done to eliminate all 
possible cause of this disease. 

When no such Fause can be found, when the blood pressure 
is dangerously high or climbing, and after certain definite tests 
are performed to determine whether an operation may help, 
then an operation may be considered, It is folly to believe that 
all cases of high blood pressure should be operated—actually 
the number of suitable cases will be few in comparison. As 
mentioned, the operation offers relief in helping to rest the 
heart, but it is by no means a cure. 

: FF. 

THERE ARE various types of operations for relief of 
high blood pressure. In these operations various of the so- 
called sympathetic nerves to the heart are cut. These nerves 
stimulate and overwork the heart in high blood pressure. By 
cutting these nerves the load on the heart may be lessened, 
ite resulting work is diminished, and it is therefore less likely 
to enlarge in size. The cause of the high blood pressure may 
still remain a mystery, but relief is thereby afforded by break- 
ing one of the links in the resulting chain of events.

HE interesting or rather ca- 

lamitous question has come up 

as to whether it is better to 
have a leak in a hot water heating 
coil repaired or just go out and 
buy a new coil—an item of no 
slight expense. We did some 
checking up on this and the con- 
sensus of opinion is that in the 
Iong run it is wiser to get a new 
coil. A coil can be repaired but 
there ig no telling how long it 
will hold. Maybe a week, maybe 
a year.

Going from hot to cold we point 
out that the reason why it is im- 
portant to defrost a refrigerator 
at frequent intervals is that the 
ice that forms around the coils 
acts as an insulation. The heavier

OMETIMES we have requests 

for help that don’t exactly 

come within our field. One re- 
ceived recently asked for a budget 
that would aid in saving some 
money from a family income of 
$180 a month. The only reason 
we offer assistance here is that 
food takes such a big bite out of 
every paycheck and we feel every 
family should save something for 
that “rainy day.” When people 
don’t save, they sooner or later 
find themselves fn straits. 


To save mohey, one must con- 
trol the outgo of every paycheck. 
The first rule to be adopted is not 
to invest in one single thing that 
the family can do without. The 
second is to pay for things as 
one goes, To make a wise spend- 
ing plan or budget, bring before 
you the bills of a few preceding 
months’ expenditures. Look them 
over carefully to see which ones 
might have been eliminated with- 
out doing any harm to family life 
and what should have been bought 
that was sorely needed. Close ex-~ 
amination of all these expendi- 
tures will show that the family 
spending automatically divides 
itself into three parts—past, pres- 
ent and future obligations. Doc- 
tor bills are an example of past 
obligations, but which need pay- 
ing promptly to keep that solvent 
feeling, 

The present spending is for cur- 
rent expenses such as food, cloth- 
ing, rent, taxes, automobile, 
church dues, etc. And future is 
for an accumulation of funds to 
take care of the children’s edu- 
cation, insurance, bonds, or any 
other investments that hold down 
spending now in order to be able 
to spend in the future for things 
you want and need. 


No one of these three parts of 
spending should crowd out the 
other. When the family has ups 
and downs, current expenses be- 
come larger and call for cutting 
down on the allowance for future 
spending. But one must see to it 
that the next month’s current ex- 
penses give away to an increased 
amount for savings, Any satis- 
factory plan must be flexible. 

Food costs are one of the flexi- 
bles, With intelligent shopping 
and cooking, it is amazing what 
good diets can be produced from 
the less expensive foods.
